AT VIENNA TALKS 

Vienna- At the closing plenary mooting of the 27th 
round or Talks on Mutual Troop and Arms Reduc- 
tions In Central Europe, chief Soviet negotiator Am- 
bassador Viktor Mikhailov said that two draft agree- 
ments had been proposed. While the draft launched 
by iho socialist countries, he si raised, provides good 
guidelines for reaching agreement, the Western 
draft provides Utile in the way of an agreement on 
troop mid arms reductions or on related measures 
tu Central Europe. Contrary to the accords reached 
earlier, Mikhailov continued, the Western draft did 
not envisage reductions and limitation evon of air 
force personnel at least. The draft does very little 
to help find b way out of the nuinbnra discussion 
maze. Us underlying concept of the so-called as- 
symetry of pledges on reductions, essentially con- 
tradicts the principle of unimpaired security of 
either aide.

the developing countries for Ihe 
establishment ot a new eco- 
nomic order In (he world, Is one 
of complete understanding. At 
the same time, he noted, we do 
not agree with Iho division 
"North-South” since the notion 
"North" confuses two groups of 
countries — the socialist ones 
which have never owned 
colonies, and the capitalist coun- 
tries whose colonial policy is 
one ol the main reasons for the 
backwardness of developing 
countries. 

The Western states not wish- 
ing lo lose the advantages they 
have acquired, do not want 
equal rights and ere therefore 
opposed lo the new economic, 
order. In this respect we not 
only recognize hut also actively 
support Ihe el torts of developing 
countries to arhleve democrati- 
zation ol the world economy.
